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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of Group II (Fig. 6) in Paper No. 9 is 
acknowledged. The examiner agrees claims 1-4 and 17-22 read on the elected species (claim 22 
being generic). Consequently, claims 5-16 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claims 1,17, and 22 are objected to because of the following informalities: claim 1 , line 
21 - change second recitation of "a" to -the-; claim 17, line 30 - change second recitation of "a" 
to -the-; claim 22, line 7 - change "bing" to -being-; and claim 22, line 21 - change second 
recitation of "a" to —the- Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. Claims 3, 4, and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

4. In claims 3 and 4, the phrase "the holding means" lacks antecedent basis. 

5. It is unclear if the "means for securing" recited in claims 3 and 4, line 3, is referencing the 
"means for mounting" previously recited in claim 1, line 7. 

6. It is unclear if the "means for securing" recited in claims 19, line 2-3, is referencing the 
"means for holding" previously recited in claim 17, line 10. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

8. Claims 1, 2, and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Russell 
(US#1473939). 

9. Russell discloses an amusement device comprising: an optical prism 5 having a front 
face, and first and second inclined rear faces; a single sheet (Fig. 1) folded about a central 
vertical axis to provide left and right halves 3,4 wherein the left and right halves are be aligned 
behind adjacent rear faces of the prism (Fig. 2); upon folding, the left half of the sheet including 
a first picture showing a first half of an object and the right half of the sheet including a second 
picture showing the complementary half of the object; means for mounting/holding the sheet and 
thus pictures in alignment with respective rear prism faces (page 1, lines 81-91, and page 2, lines 
17-19); and whereby a viewer looking through the front face of the prism and switching between 
different angles 6,8 will see whole images (page 1, lines 92-1 11). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

10. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 
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11. Claims 17, 18, and 21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Russell (US$1473939). 

12. Russell discloses the first and second pictures presenting first and second halves of a 
geometric figure as opposed to the first and second pictures presenting first and second halves of 
a person's face. However, it would have been an obvious design choice to modify Russell by 
utilizing first and second pictures presenting first and second halves of a person's face as 
patentable novelty cannot be principally predicated on mere printed matter and arrangements 
thereof, but must reside basically in physical structure. (See In re Montgomery 102 USPQ 248). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

13. Claims 3, 4, 19 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations 
of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

14. Claim 20 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

Conclusion
